The  Dean 
Speaks  Out 


At  times  during  our  first  year  we  consoled  ourselves  with 
the  thought  that  things  at  the  College  could  only  get  better. 
The  start  of  our  second  year  showed  how  overly  optimistic 
we  had  been.  Construction  delays,  due  to  strikes  and 
lockouts,  held  up  completion  of  the  gymnasium  area,  Data 
Centre,  and  all  the  new  laboratories  until  Christmas.  Some 
classes  were  held  in  the  corridor,  in  the  library  and  the 
student  lounge  during  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  Fall  term. 
One  hundred  and  fifty  students  were  packed  into  the 
Horticulture  building  in  St.  Catharines,  treble  its  designed 
capacity.  For  the  entire  Fall  term,  all  Divisions  of  the 
College  worked  on  shifts,  with  classes  running  for  fifteen 
hours  from  8:00  a.m.  to  1 1 :00  p.m. 

We  survived.  The  primary  credit  for  this  belongs  to  the 
students  and  faculty.  January,  1969  saw  a  gradual  return  to 
more   normal   conditions,  though  problems  remained. 


particularly  the  inadequacy  of  the  drafting  facilities. 

The  Spring  brought  some  further  bad  news,  primarily,  in 
terms  of  budget  restrictions  for  the  1969/70  academic  year. 
A  number  of  uncertainties  developed  in  the  future  of  the 
permanent  building  program.  Planned  freshman  enrolment 
was  virtually  frozen  at  the  1968  figure,  with  the  inevitable 
consequence  that  many  aspiring  students  will  be 
disappointed.  The  start  of  a  number  of  approved  new 
programs  has  been  postponed  to  a  later  year.  There  is  a  great 
responsibility  on  all  of  us,  therefore,  to  make  full  and 
proper  use  of  the  facilities  that  we  have. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  an  excellent  College  spirit,  with 
considerable  participation  by  students  on  numerous  Col  lege 
committees.  I  am  confident  that  together  we  can 
successfully  overcome  all  hurdles.  With  very  best  wishes,

The  1968  '69  edition  of  the 
Hockey  Knights  had  only  four 
original  players  returning  from  the 
1967-'68  team.  The  four  players, 
Captain  Mark  Graham,  Assistant 
Captains  John  Stewart  and  Ralph 
Judge  and  Goaltender  Arnie 
Davidson  made  up  the  core  of  the 
current  team  and  played  to  their 
original  years  potential.  New 
additions  this  year  included 
defencemen  Bill  Huffman,  Chris 
Long,  Doug  Williams  and  Bob 
Sherren,  forwards  Gary  Crompton, 
Larry  Anderson,  Al  Filer,  Glen 
Froats,  Bruce  Jackson,  Gerry  Meyer, 
and  Ted  Wiwchar.  Between  the  pipes 
Dan  Fox  and  Bil  Hawkey  gave  the 
fans  many  a  thrilling  moment. 

The  Knights  playing  for  the  first 
time  as  a  member  team  in  the  Central 
Division  of  the  Ontario  College 
Athletic  Association,  played  teams 
from  Northern  College,  Kirkland 
Lake,  Mohawk  College,  Hamilton, 
Humber  and  Seneca  Colleges 
Toronto,  and  Sheridan  College, 
Brampton. 

Lack  of  depth  in  a  couple  key 
positions  and  hard  hit  by  injuries 
half  way  through  the  schedule 
proved  to  be  the  major  factors  in  a 


mediocre  season  for  the  Knights.  At 
one  point  midway  through  January 
Captain  Mark  Graham,  defencemen 
Bill  Huffman  and  Chris  Long  were 
out  with  injuries.  With  those  key 
players  out  of  action  and  having  lost 
seven  additional  players  only  two 
weeks  previous  because  of  term 
exams,  had  a  most  crippling  effect 
on  the  team.  Replacement  forwards 
Larry  Anderson  and  Al  Eiler  along 
with  new  recruits  Doug  Williams  and 
Bob  Sherren  on  defence  kept  the 
team  in  competition  until  the 
injured  players  were  back  in  the 
lineup. 

The  last  home  game  of  the  season 
against  Cambrian  College,  Sudbury, 
proved  to  be  the  best  played  game  of 
the  season  for  the  Knights  and  gave 
their  many  loyal  fans  a  5-3  victory 
which  will  carry  them  through  the 
hot  summer  months  till  face  off  time 
next  November. 

On  January  17th  the  Knights 
accompanied  by  the  Basketball 
Knights  travelled  to  Kirkland  Lake 
and  North  Bay  to  play  games  in  these 
two  cities  against  Northern  College 
and  Cambrian  College  respectively. 
After  losing  by  a  one  sided  score 
against   the    Northern  Huskies 


Saturday  night  the  Knights 
recovered  to  play  one  of  their  best 
games  of  the  season  losing  a  closely 
contested  game  of  3-2  to  Cambrian 
College  with  more  than  600  North 
Bay  fans  in  attendance  at  the  North 
Bay  Auditorium. 

The  Knights  scoring  title  was  won 
by  Assistant  Captain  Ralph  Judge 
with  a  total  of  15  points  comprising 
of  5  goals  and  10  assists.  The  player 
voted  most  valuable  to  the  team  by 
his  own  teammates  was  Assistant 
Captain  John  Stewart.  A  hard  hitting 
charging  defenceman,  John  played 
superbly  and  because  of  injuries 
played  40  minutes  or  more  of  every 
game. 

In  a  rebuilding  year  hard  hit  by 
injuries  and  term  exams  much  credit 
is  due  to  the  players  for  their 
determination  and  spirit  in  the  name 
of  Niagara  College. 

A  segment  of  the  team  that 
cannot  go  unmentioned  is  the  hard 
work  carried  out  by  head  trainer  Doc 
Brauweiler  and  assistant  Sam 
McCutcheon  and  also  by  Equipment 
Manager  Garry  Vittie,  who  was  also 
pressed  into  defensive  service  when 
the  number  of  injuries  was  high.

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Niagara 's  College  Basketball 


Niagara's  Knights  put  the  college  on  the  basketball  map 
this  year.  Participating  in  the  Central  Division  of  the 
Ontario  Colleges  Athletic  Association  for  the  first  time, 
Niagara  finished  second  with  a  record  of  7-3. 

The  total  schedule  included  the  ten  league  games  and 
twelve  exhibition  contests,  played  against  colleges  from  the 
other  two  divisions  and  Brock  University.  The  Knights' 
overall  record  was  14-8. 

Because  of  its  defensive  average,  54.0,  best  in  the  league 
for  second-place  teams,  Niagara  qualified  to  play  in  the 
O.C.A.A.  Championship  against  the  champions  of  the  three 
divisions.  Although  they  made  a  valiant  run  at  it,  the 
Knights  bowed  out  in  the  first  game  to  Algonquin  of 
Ottawa,  the  eventual  O.C.A.A.  champion. 

Niagara  was  captained  by  Jerry  Campigotto,  who  led  the 
team  as  high  scorer  for  the  second  successive  year.  Although 
Jerry  is  short  by  normal  standards  for  the  forward  position, 
he  managed  a  15.2  league  average.  At  season's  end  he  was 
selected  for  the  Central  Division  All-Star  team.  This  team 
was  picked  by  the  coaches  who  voted  after  each  game  for 
the  opposing  players. 

At  guard  the  Knights  were  paced  by  Mike  Heximer  and 
Murray  Lawlor.  In  finishing  his  first  season  with  a  14.4 
league  scoring  average,  Mike  was  named  to  the  second  team 
Central  Division  All-Stars.  Mike  was  outstanding  in  the 


Championship  play-offs  and  was  elected  to  the  O.C.A.A. 
Championship  All-Star  team. 

Murray  Lawlor  was  probably  the  most  underrated  player 
in  the  league  this  year.  Murray's  forte  was  defense  and 
playmaking.  Consistently  he  was  Niagara's  big  stopper  on 
the  opposition's  big  scorer.  His  value  is  underscored  by  the 
fact  that  his  teammates  chose  him  as  the  Most  Valuable 
Player  of  the  team. 

Mike  Terpak  started  at  the  other  forward  slot  and 
finished  as  third  high  scorer  with  a  12.4  league  average. 
Particularly  in  the  second  semester  Mike  made  his  presence 
felt  as  a  scorer  and  rebounder. 

Ed  Luciow  was  probably  the  Knights'  most  improved 
player  through  the  season.  Coming  to  Niagara  with  limited 
playing  experience,  the  rangy  centre  concluded  the  season 
with  a  8.3  scoring  average  and  was  a  strong  performer  under 
the  boards. 

Coming  off  the  bench  and  doing  very  capable  work  this 
year  were  guards:  Adam  Kmety  and  Fred  Pachkowski, 
centre:  Dan  Sullivan,  and  forwards:  Tom  Sibbald,  John 
Thomas,  and  Rich  Cadman. 

One  highlight  of  the  season  came  when  the  Knights 
broke  the  100-point  barrier  for  the  first  time  in  two  seasons, 
in  a  111-21  victory  over  Northern  College  in  Kirkland  Lake.
